It is desirable that there should 


when she so arranges 
things that there is but on¢ class 
in grade 1. This should not be 
capable of working together in 
but there are many 
legitimate ways of bringing it 
about. One of the best is by /E= 
starting a beginners’ ‘class. 

By. making herself fully ac- 
quainted with her district a teach- 
er can’ find out all the children 
who should start school during 
the Instead of letting 
these come in one at a time as 
they usually do, the teacher can 
arrange with the parents to have 
them start on the same day. The 
day should be ehosen so as to 
have the children star¢ about the 
beginning of good weather in the 
spring. Many teachers have the 
little people start on the first day 
after the Easter Holidays but, 
whatever day is chosen, all the]] 
parents should be made fully ac- 
quainted with the date and the 
purpose of the teacher.
